Illogical and Unsound — 


In giving consideration to the tariff solely as an economic question and 
quite apart from any partizan bias—which, let it be emphasized, should have 
no bearing on the subject.--some attention may be devoted to a recent review 
of Canada’s textile trade appturing in Eastern papers. 

It is declared that with some 270 woollen and knitting mills scattered 
throughout the Dominion, business is worse than depressed; that, in fact, a 
serious situation faces this industry. Yet the textile industry is one of the 
protected industries of Canada. True, it claims that its tariff protection is 
not sufficiently great, and the chief burden of its present complaint is that, 
under existing conditions, the Canadian industry cannot compete successfully | 
with the mills of Great Britain and the continent of Europe. So the tariff 
should be raised in order to restrict such importdtions into Canada or keep 
them out altogether. 

But could the Canadian mills succeed if the tariff was made twice as high 
as ii now is? According to the authority quoted in the review already re- 
ferred to, Canadian mills are every bit as efficient as those of Yorkshire, that 
climatically Canada is well adapted to the business of spinning and weaving. 
and that our Canadian workmen and workwomen are equally well qualified for 
the work. Then what is the difficulty? 

In the first place, it ig stated that the sheep raising industry in Canada has 
been sadly neglected, that we should have twenty million sheep instead of two 
million, and in this connection it is pointed out that Great Britain in her small 
area supports twenty-four million. As a consequence Canadian mills are 
forced to import their raw materials, for which no less than $35,000, men: was 
paid in 1922. 

The second difficulty confronting the Canadian mills-is said to be the cost 
of labor, and it is pointed out that wages paid in the textile mills of Great 
Britain are only one-half those paid in Cagada, while on the Continent wages 
for these workers are only one-quarter of what is paid in this country, and, 
inasmuch as the labor bills in these mills approximates the cost of raw ma- 
terials, that it is easy to figure out why Canadian mills cannot compete suc- 
cessfully with British and foreign mills. ” 

There are two ways by which cheaper labor can be secured in Canada. 
One is by reducing the higher standard of living prevailing in Canada as com- 
pared with Great Britain and the Continent, but the Canadian workman and 
workwoman do not wish to have their standard of living lowered, nor do the 
people of Canada as a whole desire.it.- Such a retrograde step would never 
be welcomed in this country. It would be bad business for the whole 
Dominion, 2 

The other way is to reduce the tariffon all those things which the workers 
must buy, and thus, while not_reducing the standard of living, reduce ils pres- 
ent abnormally high costs, - If it did not cost the worker so much to live in 
decency, provide for and educate his children and make provision for his old 
age, he could afford to accept a somewhat lower wage. But so long as the 
worker has to pay top prices for everything he must buy, just so long must 
he be paid higher wages, and higher wages than in Great Britain and elsewhere 
where artificial means are not employed to protect-industries and thereby 
increase the cost of living for everybody. 

And how is the sheep raising imdustry in Canada to be encouraged? Much 
as they believe in tariff protection for themselves, the textile manufacturers 
would hardly welcome the imposition of high tariff duties on raw wool. Their 
complaint is that they have to pay too much now, and they want-to be able 
to get the home-grown article in sufficient quantities at lower prices. But 
how is the Canadian sheep raiser to increase his flocks and produce large 
quantities of cheaper wool, and at»the same time be forced to buy clothing, 
lumber, hardware, boots and shoes, food and other supplies in a highly pro- 
tected market and pay the high wages necessary to his employees likewise 
forced to buy in that self-same protected market with its resultant high 
prices for everything? . 

Protection through tariffs is not a principle. It is artificial and unsound. 
What i#one man’s raw material is another man’s finished product, and the 
moment protection is afforded to the one to help his particular branch of in- 
dustry it works injustice on another, and when he, in turn, is protected, an 
injustice is perpgsrated on a third person or-industry. Protection thus be- 
comes a vicious circle. 

The textile industry furnishes a concrete example of this. Wool is ihe 
finished product of the sheep raiser. Protect it and you increase the cost of | 
the raw material of the textile manufacturer. Woollen goods and yarns are 
the finished product of the manufacturer, but they are the raw. materials, the 
necessities of life, of the average male and female worker. Protect them and 
the worker must demand more for his labor if he is to live in decency and 
comfort. And this labor is again the raw material of both the sheep raiser 
and the manufacturer. 

Piling up tariff protection will neyer solve the difficulties of. the textile 
industry, nor of any other industry, It is economically unsound,

Alberta Benefits from Big -Flour 
Order. 


Alberta flour mills. will receive 
direct benefit, it is expected, from 
the large order placed by the Rus- 
sian government with Canadian 
mills for more than $12,000,000 
worth of flour. The order is to be| 
filled by the Maple Leaf Milling} 
Co., which has a mill at Medicine! 
Hat, Alberta, and by the Western 
Canada FlourMills Co., which has} 
mills at Calgary and Edmonton. 


New. Sugar Factory. 


It is practically certain that the 
beet sugar factory proposed to be 
erected in Alberta by the Utah- 
Idaho Sugar Co., wil] be located at 
Raymond, and will have a capacity 
of 1000 tons of beets a day, 


Trainload of Export Cattle. 


A train of 35 cars of choice ex- 
port cattle was billed out of the 
Edmonton Stockyards recently for 
markets in Glasgow, Manchester, 
and elsewhere, including a consign- 
ment of steers to Belgium. The 
shipment was made by the. Live- 
stock Producers Ltd. 


Dr. Widtsoe Now Advising 
Government. 

Dr. Widtsoe, the well-known ir- 
rigution expert who is head of the 
committee named bythe President 
of the United States for investigat- 
ion of the problems attending the 
large irrigation projects in. the 
States, and who has been called in- 
to consultation by the Alberta Gov- 
eramert in connedtion with the 
settlement of the Lethbridge North- 
ern project, is now in Edmonton 
meeting with the government. Next 
week he will hold a conference with 
the water-uxers now residing on 
the project. 


Pools Getting Under Way. 


Campaigns will start shortly for 
signers to contracts for the new 
dairy and livestock pools row be- 
ing formed in the province. 
ature on the pools is now being dis- 
tributed, and tne co-operation of 
the U.F.A. Locals, boards of trade, 
banks, etc., is being sought. 


United Irrigation District Has 
Good Year. 


A successful season in 1924 is re- 
ported by the United Irrigated Dis- 
trict, in the vicinity of Cardston, 
Alberta. The district trustees have 
met their obligations for the year 
and havea balance in the bank. 
The average value per acre of the 
production on the project in 1924 
was $29.13, taking into account 
crops both on irrigated and non- 
irrigated lands in the district. The 
C.P.R. is now applying for a char- 
ter for a branch line of railway 
which will traverse the district, 


Alberta Gains Point. 


In the recent recommendations 
made by the Royal Commission on 
the Grain enquiry to the Federal 
government, the Alberta govern- 
ment has gained a point long sought 
for in connection with the exten- 
sion of the ‘‘free’’ time for loading 
grain at railway platforms. The 
period allowed previously was only 
24 hours, while all other commod- 
ities had a leeway of 48 hours, The 
Commission has now recommended 
that the free time be extended to 
48 hours, except during the months

Road Program For 1925. 


Tenders for several contractea for 
the 1925 Provincial Government 
road work are to be called for wiih- 
in the next week or two, according 
to an announcement by Hon. Alex. 
Ross, Minister of Pubtic Works. 
One of the contracts will be for an- 
other 70 miles of permanent con- 
struction on the Calgary-Hd monton 
highway. The balance of the work 
on the highway will be completed 
next year. Further gravelling work 
is also to be done on the Banff 
highway. Three crews have been at 
work almost constantly since last 
season gravelling roads in the south 
part of the province. 


Many Requests For Millinery 
Courses. 


As an evidence of the popularity 
of the millinery short courses now 
being put on in rural districts by 
the Women’s Extension Service of 
the Provincial government, more 
than 270 requests have been received 
from U.F.W.A. Locals, branches 
of the Women’s Institute and other 


organizations for these courses, the 
majority of which are for from 8 to 


5 days. Mrs. Nye, an instructress 
in this work, has now arranged an 
itinerary starting next week at Cal- 
gary. and covering the following in 
the order mentioned: Granum, 
Barnwell, Purple Springs, Vulcan, 
Blackie, Gleichen, where three sep- 
arate courses will be held, between 
March 17th and 27th, Watts, Oyen 
Sibbald, Crossfield, Didsbury, La- 
combe, Botha, (twocourses), Hux- 
ley and Conjuring Creek.

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* colonization work of the Can- 
adian National Railways in 
Western Canada, and the excellent 
results obtainee during 1924 under 
the difection of Mr. E. A. Field, 
Land Commissioner, have justified 
the formation of plans for the 
active extension of this work dur- 
ing 1925, and some staff changes. 
Formal announcement is now made 
that dating from January 16th, 
1925, Mr. Dan M. Johnson is ap- 
pointed Western Manager of this 
department with headquarters at 
Winnipeg, an appointment which 
will meet with very general ap- 
proval throughout eastern and 
western Canada where Mr.: John- 
son is favorably known as a first 
class agriculturalist, stockman and 
business executive. 

Born on the Kinealmeaky farm at 
Headingly, near Winnipeg, in 1884, 
which farm was at that time man- 
aged by his father, Mr. Johnson in 
his early years received a very 
thorough training in agriculture, 
both theoretical and practical. His 
studies were pursued at: Upper 
Canada College, Toronto, Ont.; 
Wycliffe College, Gloucestershire, 
England; Ontario Agricultural Col- 
‘lege, Guelph, Ont., and Toronto 
University, from which institution 
of learning he graduated in 1908 
with the degree of Bachelor of 
Scientific Agriculture. _ From this 
date urtil 1915 he was busy on the 
land as a_ practical farmer at 
Myrtle, Ontario, and North Battle- 
ford, Saskatchewan, gaining -in 
that period invaluable experience 
of the farmer’s problems as they 
are encountered in actual opera- 
tion. Having by this time acquired 
a reputation as a stock raiser, he 
was in August, 1915, appointed 
Market Representative of the 
Dominion Live Stock Branch at the 
Union Stock Yards, St. Boniface, 
and in 1918 Supervisor of Stock 
Yards, charged with the enforce- 
ment of the Live Stock and Live 
Stock Products Act of 1917, and 
further promoted in 1920 to be 
Chief of Stock Yards Service for 
the Dominion Government. 

On July Ist, 1928, Mr. Johnson 
resigned his position with the 
Dominion Government to become 
Agricultural Agent for the C.N.R., 
and was appointed General Agri- 
cultural Agent on Feb. 1st, 1924, 
His wide experienée with agricul- 
tural, live stock, and land -settle- 
ment matters, and extensive 
acquaintance with those directly 
interested in such matters, will be 
of considerable assistance in the 
performance of his. new duties, 
which, in view of the immense im- 
portance of active’ colonization 
work to western Canada and the 
Canadian National Railways, af- 
fords almost unlimited scope for 
his activity. Among other fea- 
tures of the work receiving Mr. 
Johnson’s personal direction is that 
of the Employment ~Service for 
farm help which the Colonization 
Department has organized as a 
matter of placing newly arrived

Chinese Geologist: 
Finds Fossil Beetle 


Age Hs Been Estimated at Fiftéen 


Million Years 

In that most venerable land of odd 
things, China, a scarab beetle, of an 
age that makes King Tut’s reign a 
mere tick of the clock age, has just 
been turned up. 

A member of the Chinese geological 
survey, working in Shantung, the sac- 
red province of North China, found 
the fossil beetle in rocks of the Cre- 
taceous period, or Age of Fishes, of an 
age estimated at 15 million yeays. 

This makes the scarab bd the 
oldest beetle in the world.. Evyident- 
ly’ the genus has been very conserva- 
tive in the matter of evolution, for 
this primitive scarab resembles very 
closely his present-day nth degree 
great-grandchildren.

If a corn planter is ayailable it pays 
to check row the corn. This plants it 
in hills so that it may be cultivated 
both ways of the field. This not only 
makes it easier to control the weeds, 
but will generally produce earlier ma- 
turing corn. A good job of planting 
corn can be done with an ordinary 
grain drill by plugging up some of the 
holes so as to make the drills three or 
three and a half feet apart and fixing 
the marker ‘on the drill for a guide. 

After planting we use the harrows 
freely in order to keep the 
ground loosened up and to kill what- 
ever weeds that have germinated. The 
harrows can be used until the corn is 
five or six inches high and will save a 
lot of labor which would otherwise be 
used for cultivating. A few plants 
may be pulled out, buf not enough to 
do much damage to the crop, especial- 
ly if the corn has been drilled in, 

We set our cultivators fairly deep 
the first time we go over the field, but 
after that we endeavor to cultivate as 
shallow as possible for the reason that 
by this time the roots of the corn are 
fairly close “to.the surface of the
